All sides seemed agreed tonight the 
resolution would pass, but with some 
modification. Pending at adjournment 
were three amendments. 

One, by Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, the democratic leader and a 
delegate to London, would request the 
papers “if not incompatible with the 
public interest.” Another, by Sena- 
tor Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
would call for their consideration by 
the senate in “closed executive ses- 
sion.” A third, by Senator George, 
democrat, Georgia, would permit 
President Hoover, in transmitting the 
documents, to make such recommenda- 
tions as he saw fit as to how they 
should be considered. 

Not Publicity. 

| Advocates of the resolution con- 
‘tended it was not a question of pub- 
licity, but. one of asserting one of the 
senate’s constitutional privileges in 
obtaining the papers before voting on 
the treaty. One of them, Senator 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, said unless he 
could see the documents he would 
“either refuse to vote or vote against 
the treaty.” 

All of the leading senatorial de- 
baters got into action before adjourn- 
ment, with both Senators Robinson 
and Reed, republicans, Pennsylvania, 
another member of the American dele- 
gation to London, arguing the presi- 
dent had a right to withhold that por- 
tion of the correspondence which he 
might regard as of a strictly confiden- 
tial nature.

City Mops Fevered Brow 
on Hottest Day in Five 
Years; No Break in 
Heat Wave. 7 


All local heat records of the present 
summer fell Wednesday afternoon 
when a temperature of 99.6 degrees 
was recorded in the Atlanta office of 
the United States weather bureau. 

It was the hottest day the city has 
experienced in five years, since Sep- 
tember 8, 1925, when the all-time high 


temperature of 102.2 degrees was 
| reached. All records for July 9 were 
broken, the 99.6 temperature coming 
within 1.6 degrees of reaching the

grees, set on July 3, 1925. 

Beginning with a midnight tempera- 
ture of 79 degrees, the thermometer 
Wednesday dropped to 75 degrees at 
5 o'clock in the morning. From ‘that 
time it steadily rose, reaching 81 de- 


grees at 8 o'clock, 93 degrees at 11, 
07 at 2, and the peak of 99.6 at 2:30 
o'clock. "At 3 o'clock YS degrees was 
recorded and at 4, 97 degrees. 

Although Washington weather bu- 
reau figures } 1t Atlenta’s high at 100 
degrees, the uctual point reached was 
99.6 degrees. The Washington bu- 
reau concerns itself only with round 
numbers, taking the next highest in 
the event of a fraction of a.degree. 

C. F. yon Herrmann, head of the bu- 
reau, said that high temperatures 
might be reached today. Possible thun- 
dershowers this afternoon may give 
temporary relief, he said, but no real 
break in the heat wave was in sight. 

Only one case of collapse due to 
heat was reported in the city during 
Wednesday. J. A. Stephens, of 1130 
Kirkwood avenue, was carried to 
Grady hospital after collapsing at the 
corner of Spring and Marietta streets.

NEURODE, Germany, July 9.—() 
Bodies of 67 miners tonight ere rt- 
moved from the Wenceslaus mine near 
here which today was wrecked by 
an explosion of carbonic acid gas. 
About 50 cthers suffering from gas 
poisoni:.g have been ‘taken out of the 
mine by rescuing parties. Authori- 
ties tonight hope to save a majority 
of 73 others still entombed. 

_ Many of the bodies taken out ty 
rescue parties were so disfigured as 
to be beyoud identification, so quick- 
ly had the carbonic acid gas acted. 

Fire brigades and first aid squads 
were loaded into mote: trucks from 
many towns surrounding the scene. 

When news of the disaster was 
sent to nearby mines crews of rescue 
workers were dispatched at once to 
aid in the difficult task of breaking 
throngh the w filled shafts to 
reach those tra in the inner re- 
cesses of the workings. 

With hundreds of men at the scene 
of the tragedy the work proceeded rap- 
idly although hampered to a certa'n

Details of the tragedy in which Dr. 
John L. Burkholder, 42. of Mt. Pleas- 
ant, Pa., and Miss Ruth Patricia 
Northrup, 25, of Philadelphia. perish- 
reveal a disaster of the air and 
sea which has had no counterpart in 
commercial aviation. ‘ 


After hours of uncertainty and con- 
flicting reports, the Berlin headquar- 
ters of the airline pieced the story 
together from radio and other mes- 
sages from torpedo boats and. the 
rescue ship Maja. a Danish craft, 
which picked up the pilot. mechanic 
and one passenger of the German 


plane [D-864, forced down in a storm! 


yesterday. 


The Americans were on a summer 
tour of Europe when the crash oc- 
curred and then disappeared beneath 
Not the slend- 
erest hope was held out by Lufthansa 
that the Steckholm Stettin flying lin- 
oh lost passenzers would be found 
alive. 


The big flying boat rode the sea 
for about three hours after coming 
down. Then a giant wave hit her, 
crumpled her wings and sent her like 
a shot to the bottom. Three of those 
on board were rescued by the Maja. 
From then came the only informa- 
tion of an accurate nature. The other 
five vanished from sight and tonight 
had not been found although patrols 
maintained a vigil in the vicinity of 
the wreck. . 

Possibility that some members of 
the party might be clinging to wreck- 
aze was discounted. The plane car- 
ried pneumatic life belts which are 


supposed to remain buoyant only a 
few hours. It would be a sheer mir- 
acle, the company officials pointed 
out, if any should turn up alite. 

“We must resign ourselves to the 
fact that they long since have perish- 
ed,” an officer of the company said.

The flyers attempt to cover the 
route both ways and thus demonstrate 
the feasibility of reg: lar postal and 
commercial service by air between 
Paris and Buenos Aires came _ to 
naught through « slight accident to 
the plane’s oil pipes when the sea- 


plane was within 650 miles of Dakar | 
and more than 1,000 miles out of | 


Natal, Brazil. 


The plane came down on the. sea 


in perfect fashion and the patrol boat 
Phocee, which had been notified of 
the difficulty, was already there to 
take aboard the crew and the 600 
pounds of mail. Those with Mermoz 
were Leopold Grimme, radio operator, 
and Jean D’Arby, navigator, both of 
whom had accompanied “Mermoz on 
his flight from Africa to South Amer- 
ica last May. 

Mermoz was deeply disappointed at 
the ending of the flight for which he 
had made so much preyaration. He 
had discovered the leak about 9 
o'clock this morning when about 12 
hours out of Natal but it did not then 
appear to be serious and he informed 
Dakar by wireless he expected to ar- 
rive between 5 and 6 o'clock. Dakar

down and the Phocee picked up the 
crew at a point 7 degrees north 
latitude and 24 west longitude. When 
he came down Mermoz had enough 
fuel left to reach Dakar easily and 
the whole crew had been in the high- 
est spirits as they approached the 
African side of the Atlantic and the 
suceess of thein venture appeared to 
be certain. 

They were not more disappointed 
than Dakar where delight at the pros- 
pective success of the round air trip 
was general. The disappointment was 
somewhat mitigated by the fact that 
despite the oil leak regular postal air 
line and commercial service between 
France, Africa and South America 
appeared assured.

ATHENS, Ga., July 9.—AH)—Pro- 
fessor Gaetano Salvemini Wednesday 
night delivered the first of three ad- 
dresses on fascism before the Insti- 
tute of Public Affairs, now in ses- 
sion at the University of Georgia. 

As the former editor of an important 
Italian newspaper, as a member of the 
Italian eames and .as_ professor 
in the University of Florence, Pro- 
fessor Salvemini has first-hand knowl- 
edge of the rise of fascism and of 
Mussolini as its embodiment, and he 
vigorously opposes both. He was 
forced to leave Italy because of hia 
refusal to support -the new govern- 
ment. 

The speaker opened his address by 
attacking what he said was apparent- 
ly a widespread belief that the fascist 
dictatorship arose in Italy because 
the country was in a state of eco- 
nomic collapse and that the fascists 
suved the country. While admitting 
that Italy, like all other nations, was 
faced with business depression in 1920 
and 1921, Salvemini quoted from vari- 
ous reports to show that conditions in 
Italy were not notably bad. 


Epidemic of Strikes. 


“Italy was not prosperous in those 
years immediately after the revolu- 
tion,” he said, “but she was recover- 
ing from a dangerous illness, the 
1 | World War. One feature of her ill- 
, | Ress was the epidemic of strikes, an 
epidemic which the fascists have al- 
ways referred to as bolshevism. These 
\strikes actually were caused by the 
fall in value of the lira,- which was 
the natural result of the inflation of 


ing of the armistice.” 

Professor Salvemini said propa- 
ganda work of bolshevism had made 
its appearance in the midst of this 
serious economic situation, and that 
conditions were made still worse by 
the downfall of the Italian parliament 
in the elections of November, 1919, 
and the seizure of factories by ‘the 
workers of Turin. 

“During this critical period, when 
the workers were threatening to make 
another Russia of Italy, Mussolini 
was with them,” the speaker said. 
“He encouraged the seizure of the 
factories. His only quarrel with the 
socialists was that they were not suf- 
ficiently radical. He was an ultra- 
revolytionist as long ‘as social revolu- 
tion seemed possible, but when the 
movement abruptly collapsed he be- 
came an anti-revolutionist, 


Rallying Points. 


“The fascist groups became the ral- 
lying points of all conservative forces. 
Politicians thought it wise to help this 
counter attack and had the military 
authorities equip the fascists with 
arms. The police and judges were told 
not to interfere with disturbances 
started by fascists. Italy thus entered 
what may be called a phase of ‘au- 
thorized lawlessness.’ For two years 
the country was terrorized by punitive 
expeditions, which set out openly from 
fascist offices in the towns.” 

Touching upon Mussolini’s share in 
this revolution, Salvemini painted the 
Italian dictator as a mere figurehead 
who kept in the limelight while the 
military -authorities, the war _ profit- 
eers, the police and the magistrates 
made the decisions. 

“His head was not furnished with 
a great wealth of ideas,” Salvemini 
said, “but certain instincts guided his 
actions, In the first place he hated 
the socialists, whose leader he had 
been until 1914 and who now threw 
mud at him as a renegade. Secondly, 
he had borrowed from communism a 
contempt for democratic and parlia- 
mentary institutions, and the eult of 
violence as a political weapon. Third- 
ly he had borrowed from the creed 
| of imperialism its appeal to patriotic 
exaltation. Such were and still are 
the elementary feelings common to all 
the groups jumbled together in the 
fascist movement.” 

Professor Salyemini added _ that 
“Mussolini retains for himself those 
decorative and theatrical functions 
which keep his personal prestige alive 
and maintain the mystical enthusiasm 
| of his followers at the cequired pitch.” 

“The only department to which he 
| devotes himself whole-heartedly with 
great success,” the speaker concluded, 
“is one which has no official existence 
—the advertising department.” 


Dr. Ulich Speaks. . 


Continuing its broad study of inter- 
| national problems, the institute gave 
attention to a second lecture by Dr. 
Robert Ulich, of Dresden, who dis- 
| cussed the German youth movement. 

Dr. Ulich is a member of the Saxon 
| ministry of education and a profes- 
;sor_ in the Technological University 
of Dresden. 

The speaker characterized the Ger- 
man youth movement as the “expres- 
‘sion of the opposition between a vig- 
‘orous desire for freedom and self- 


‘determination, and the perils which | 


‘materialism ‘and mechanization have 
| brought to the modern civilized na- 
tions of the world.” 
| “The movement is the attempt to 
overcome this cleavage in our modern 
‘civilization by an essential modifica- 
tion of our mode of living,” he said. 
Dr. Ulich outlined three distinct 
phases of the youth movement, the 
latter two being products of the post- 
war period. The development of the 
third phase, Dr. Ulich said, has tend- 
ed to unite some of the conflicting 
‘elements of the second phase. 
| “The movement now becomes an in- 


dispensable adjunct in welfare work 
of all kinds,” he said. “It lends its 
support to the work of religious, po- 
litical and international organiza- 
; tions, co-operates in the founding and 
developing of. university extension 
classes and youth movement hotels, 
jand thus becomes a social factor so 
, important that the educational life of 
' Germany ean scarcely be imagined 
Jehan it.

The largest, number of Civil War 
soldiers on the roll was in 1898, 
when the Spanish-American War came 
on; then there were 745,822. 

The amount paid to Civil War pen- 
sioners up to June 30 of last year 
was $7,101,082,788. | 

About $310,000,000 had then been 
paid to Spanish War veterans and 
their pensiéns are now largely in- 


creased. 

In 1929 the total pensions paid for 
the year amounted to $229, 890,189.

Minister MacDonald's labor govern- 
ment had its narrowest escape from 
being overthrown during its present 
tenure of office tonight, defeating by 
a bare majority of three votes—and 
these all liberals—a liberal amend- 
ment to the finance bill. 

With the aid of the liberals them- 
selves, the prime minister managed to 
muster 278 votes to 275. His previous 
narrow escape was several months 
ago on a coal mines measure, when 
a. Sverre got a majority of only 
eight. 

It was generally, conceded tonight 
that if the government had met de- 
feat on the finance amendment it 
either would have resigned or would 
have dissolved parliament. The amend- 
ment was designed to provide for the 
non-imposition of income tax on prof- 
its which could be proved to have 
been spent upon the purchase, installa- 
tion, direction or improvement of a 
plant or machinery with a view to 
the modernization or improvement of 
such plant or machinery. 

The liberals, realizing that a new 
election was imminent in case of a 
government defeat, stepped 
saved the day by beating their own 
amendment—nobody omy desir- 
ing a new election at the present time. 

While recently Mr. MacDonald said 
he might accept a slight majority as 
a real censure and resign, parliamen- 
tary observers anticipated no such 
political deyelopment as a result of 
the finance vote. It was said that 
Mr. MacDonald was fully satisfied 
with the result, particularly as the 
division had been precipitated fully 
an hour before it was expected in the 
hope of catching the government be- 
fore all its forces were available. 

The conservatives voted . solidly 
against the government. Four liberals 
voted for the government, these being 
E. D. Simon, Sir William Edge. Sir 
Robert Aske and Percy Harris. There 
also were a number of abstentions 
on the liberal benches. Three inde- 
pendents voted with the government. 

Previously the laborites had scored 
a victory by a much bigger margin 
on a liberal amendment proposing that 
the rate of income on company re- 
serves invested in plant machinery, 
lands or buildings, should be at the 
rate of four shillings instead of four 
and sixpence. This amendment was 
introduced by Major H. Nathan and 
was supported by the conservatives. 
» The liberals who voted against the 
government included David Lloyd 
George and probably number 25 in 
all. After the vote many liberals 
stated that they had not realized the 
government would be in seriqns dan- 
~~ or they would have acted differ- 
ently. 

In government quarters the imme 
diate effect of the division was to pro- 
voke severe criticism of Lloyd George. 
One minister said the vote indicated

}a conspiracy against the government. 


He said: 

“It has failed to kill the govern- 
ment,, but it has killed the labor- 
Lloyd George entente.” 

Just before the vote the number of 
conservatives within the precincts of 
Westminster fell considerably short of 
the party’s strength. But about 50 
conservatives were waiting nearby in 
the St. Stephen's Club until the sum- 
mons came for them to rush across 
to the house which they entered just 


ment. 

The government claimed to be not 
in the least surprised by the maneuver 
of the conservatives but felt it pos- 
sible that some liberals were misled 
by the apparent smaliness of the op- 
position, 

Following the division, political ob- 
servers foresaw probable trouble in 
the liberal party in the near future, 
Meanwhile Premier MacDonald was 
understood to be preparing to meet 
Stanley Baldwin's vote of censure 
next week.

punishment. 


As the land became more civilized and education more comprehen- 
sive, parents and teachers outgrew the theory that knowledge must be 
laid on with a stick; but old customs die hard, and still the student is

Senator Assails Act as

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—

American business in Canada, Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia,’‘in a 
statement tuday ixsued through the 
demucratic rational committee, charg- 
ed that it has developed as a direct 
result o. the recently enacted Ameri- 
can tariff and expressed regret that 
“the efforts to promote friendly rela- 
tions with our neighbors are not sup- 
ported by liberal trade policies.” 


The statement by Senator George 
marks the renewal of the attack 
which democrats intend to press 
against the republican administration 
on the tariff issue in the forthcom- 
ing congressional elections. 

“In strangling Canadian trade with 
the greediest tariff ever enacted,” he 
said, “the republican administration

“Figures compiled in the depart- 
ment of commerce confirm the fear 
that’ when the president approved the

“These items. however, shrink in 
comparison with the shipment of au- 
tomobiles and automobile parts and 
accessories.

Seen in Chicago Discovery 


CHICAGO, July 9%—(UN)—Police 
discovered today what they believed 
to be a “torture chamber” in the base- 
ment of the Cicero Montmartre cafe, 
night club operated by Scarface Al 
Capone gangsters. ong 

Evidence indicated, they said, that 
enemies of Capone had undergone or- 
deals of fire, had even been burned 
at the stake for causing the displeas- 
ure of Capone gangsters. 

Two charred posts, sunk deep in the 
cement floor, were located after prolri- 
bition agents raided the place while 
citizens seeking an underworkd thrill, 
were dancing to the tunes of a jazz’ 
orchestra above. 

Both the posts were about 5 feet 
high. One was almost burned throne 
At the knee and shoulder heights f 
an average man were riveted iron 
hooks. They might well have been 
used, poliec said, to chain a man to 
the posts while a fire was built at 
his feet to force information from his 
lips. 
Operation of the torture chamber 
and even a gangland crematory had 
been rumored in underworld circles for 
months. Although lice said they 
were.certain they had located the for- 
mer, they called in Coroner Herman 
Bundesen to bring a corps of experts 
to investigate it. 

The scientists, principally from_the 
crime laboratory of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, said the coroner, will examine 
the posts and the cellar for traces of 
human blood and skin.

It is common- 
ly felt that in several respects the 
pension bureau, because of its 150 
years of experience, has been the most 
efficient of the bureaus having to do 
with veterans. Under the preesnt 
consolidation the experience and effi- 
ciency of the pension bureau can be 
placed at the service of ‘veterans of 
the World War. On the other hand, 
for veterans of the 
World War are believed to have high- 
er standards of medical skill than 
those for veterans of the Civil War. 
By the consolidation the best from 


‘each of three bureaus can become the 
‘standard of the consolidated unit. 


During the debates in congress 


' about the step taken this week, Con- 


gressman William Williamson, of 


‘South Dakota, expressed belief that 


the consolidation would result in a 
saving of 25 per cent of the amount 
now spent by the scattered bureaus. 
Congressman Williamson referred, of 
course, to administrative expense. The 
amount to be paid to veterans as pen- 
sions or otherwise is not affected by 
the present action. 

It can be said that the step taken 
this week is the first advance towa 
that better co-ordination of all the 
branches of the government which 
have been advocated since about 1920. 
The larger objective was described by 
Congressman Frederick. W. Dallinger, 
of Massachusetts, during the debate 
in the house of representatives on the 
consolidation of veterans’ activities. 


Congressman Dallinger said: “This is

Monsignor Francesco Urangay Saenz, 
bishop of Cuernavaca, died today.

English Divine Hits 
Capital Punishment 


LONDON, July 9.—4)—The Most 
Rev. William Temple, archbishop of 
York, is one of the few witnesses who 
has come so far before the royal com- 
mission on punishments to favor the 
abolition of the death penalty. 

Dr. Temple left the Lambeth con- 
ference of bishops for an hour to give 
his evidence. 

“I dissent from the view that pun- 
ishment should be regarded as regu- 
lated vengeance,” the archbishop stat- 
ed. “From a Christian viewpoint, ven- 
geance is entirely illegitimate. The in- 
fliction of death or outlawry would, 
perhaps, be justifiable in the case of 
a man who was wholly evil, but no 
person was ever thus.” 

The main argument advanced by 
the archbishop from a_ sociological 
viewpoint was that the behavior of a 
community as a whole was so iargely 
imitative that the reaction to the tak- 
ing of life by the state tended to a

WASHINGTON, July 9-—(#)— 
The great city of New York may well 
look to a pending census u de- 
cision on the smaller city of At- 
lanta, Ga. 

For if the census solicitor should 
decide Atlanta is not entitled to her 
“greater” status in comparison with 
other cities, New York might, by the 
same United States standard, claim 
preponderance over London. 

In which event, New York, present 
population 6,958,792, might proclaim 
herself the world’s greatest city, al- 
though she now takes second place 
to Greater London’s 7,742,212. 

The crux of the Atlanta situation 


Planes may be of any size|lies in whether or not she can claim, 


under a 1929 state law population 
of suburbs whose political entity was 
not destroyed in consolidation. 

Such is the situation in Londqn, 

Statistics available at the census 
bureau show “many Londons, none 
geographically nor politically com- 
parable to New York.” 

A recent article published on the 
subject points out that the “City of 
London” is but one square mile in 
size, less than 15,000 in population, 
“the ancient core of a modern Levia- 
than.” It is situated on the north 
shore of the Thames, and is compara- 
ble to New York’s Wall Street dis- 
trict in its aggregation of business 
blocks and public buildings. Over this, 
and this only, the lord mayor of Lon- 
don rules.: 

In 1888, more than 100 satellite 
communities were made into the ad- 
ministrative county of London, each 
community keeping its own mayor. 
All these political entities are in- 
cluded in the count of “Greater Lon- 
oom.” 5 x 

One statistician figured the two 
cities equal. If the New York metro- 
politan district included all of the 
area within a radius of 40 miles of 
the city hall, he said, the population 
would be about 9,472,500. 

And if the London metropolitan 
district included all within a 40-mile 
radius of Charing Cross, he deduced, 
its population would be “almost the 
same, slightly less than 9,500,000.
